A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Slayne presented a model of the tolerance ring. Mr. Abel 
presented proposed language to claim 1. Mr. Able discussed the limitation "the radial height" of the guide portion not 
being greater than the radial height of the protrusion. The examiner explained that the term radial height should rather 
be changed to diameter rather than use the term "height". The examiner reviewed Figure 9 of Cramer and quickly 
explained how this Figure 9 can possibly read on the proposed language despite the protrusion being inwardly. The 
examiner explained that modifying the protrusions to be outwardly would be an obvious modification . 



1 . (Currently Amended) A tolerance ring comprising an annular band of resilient 
material having: 



a plurality of protrusions formed therein, all of the protrusions extending radially 
outward between the unformed annular portions of the band by a radial height wherein 
the protrusions form a protrusions load bearing area for contracting an outer component 
and the unformed annular portions form an unformed annular portion load bearing area 
for contacting an inner component to distribute a load from the protrusions load bearing 
area over a portion of component; and 

a guide portion contiguous with, and extending axially from an endmost unformed 
annular portion of the band and radially from the endmost unformed annular portion of 
the band by a radial height wherein the guide portion comprises at least one guide 
surface that is contiguous with the unformed annular portion load bearing area and is 
inclined relative to the axis of the band in the same radial direction as the protrusions to 
flare outwards from the unformed annular portion load bearing area such that a free end 
of the guide portion defines an opening larger than that defined by the unformed annular 
portions of the band to facilitate alignment between the unformed annular portions and 
the inner component when the inner component is inserted into the unformed annular 
portion load bearing are a, and wherein the radial height of the guide portion is not greater 
than the radial height of the protrusions .
